One Modern Plant Found. 

One of the three distributing 
plants was modern, in one no rec- 
ord of the pasteurization process 
Was being kept as required by the 
ordinance, and in the third unpas- 
teurized milk was being bottled in 
a room adjoining the family sleep- 
ing quarters under permit of the 
Health Department by methods 
both primitive and unclean. 

Tuberculin tests and veterinarian 
inspection for other diseases of 
approximately 3000 cows produc- 
ing about 2500 gallons of milk 
daily within the city were aban- 
doned by the Health Department 
last April, and since, protection of 
the milk in this regard has been 
entrusted solely to State authori- 
ties. In this connection, Dr. Selig 
Simon, in an article on tuberculosis 
printed in Wednesday's Post-Dis- 
patch, has declared that one of the 
two most fertile agencies of spread 
of tuberculosis is milk, declaring: 
“As long as you and I are satisfied 
to give our children milk that is 
not absolutely disease-germ free, 
so long will we continue to spread 
infection.” 

To Enforce Ordinance. 

The Health Department has de- 
termined to begin to enforce that 
section of the milk ordinance 
which prohibits the sale of milk in 
any but the original container. This 
will compel restaurants to discon- 
tinue the practice of dipping milk 
from cans to glasses and will cause 
them. to serve all milk in bottles. 
According to testimony, this will 
result in a price of 10 cents a half 
pint bottle, which is about one 
giassful. 

Figures compiled by President 
Aloe of the Board of Aldermen for 
87 cities of the United States 
showed that the margin demanded 
by the distributer for cost of dis- 
tribution and profit is greater in 
St. Louis than in 35 of the cities, 
only one, Toledo, having a greater 
percentage of margin. The margin 
in St. Louis is 171 per cent of the 
price paid the producer. 

Wages to milk wagon drivers 
have increased only $3.50 a week 
since 1919 though “increased 

wages” recently was asserted by 
distributers as justification of an 
advance of 1 cent a quart in the 
retail price of milk.

As to them Congress was to extract 
the element of injuria from the dam- 
ages thereby inflicted, instead of 
leaving judges to determine accord- 
ing to their own economic and social 
views whether the damage inflicted 
en en employer itn an industrial 
struggle was damnum abeque in- 
juria, because an incident of trade 
competition, or a legal injury, be- 
cause in thelr opinion, economically 
and socially objectionable. This 
idea was presented to the commit- 
tees which reported the Clayton act. 
The resulting law set out certain acts 
which had previously been held un- 
lawful, whenever courts had disap- 
proved of the ends for which they 
were performed; it then declared 
that, when these acts were com- 
mitted In the course of an tndustrial 
dispute, they should not be held to 
violate any law of the United States. 
Im other words the Clayton act sub- 
stituted the opinion of Congress as

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WHAT CONGRESS MUST DO. 

“We are convinced of the need of water transpor- 
tation,” said Chairman Dempsey to the delegation 
of Mississippi Valley representatives urging river 
improvement before the House Rivers and Harbors 
Committee. “Your sole question is how best can you 
utilize a waterway when it is obtained. We are cer- 
tain you bave a large tonnage waiting, so you need 
not say a word about the amount of commerce.” 

If Chairman Dempsey speaks for the majority of 
Congress the discussion of the desirability of improv- 
ing the waterways is over, with the case decided 
in favor of the waterways. This is a great gain, be- 
cause the only logical conclusion to the admission of 
the necessity of waterway improvement and the large 
tonnage awaiting transportation facilities on im- 
proved rivers is action by Congress to make the utili- 
zation of the improved waterways possible. 

The question of how best to use the waterways, 
‘with a large tonnage awaiting transportation facili- 
ties, will be easily solved when Congress supplies the 
permanent improvements required to make adequate 
transportation possible and profitable for handling 
the enormous tonnage waiting for the facilities. 

The whole problem now belongs to Congress. 
The necessity of water transportation to handle the 
freight of the valley and to relieve railroad conges- 
tion and the vast beneficial possibilities of tmproved 
waterways being admitted, the next step is {mprove- 
ment on a comprehensive plan, with continuous work 
until its completion. The sensible and effective

1. Complete all the imprevement projects which 
have been begun. Unless this is done promptly the 


efits of the plans and the expenditures will be lost. 

2. Appropriate $100,000,000, or as much as may be 
'needed, to complete comprehensive and adequate 
plans of waterway improvement. Provide that the 
money shall be expended annually and continuously 
until the work is completed. 

8. Complete the St. Louls-New Orleans barge line, 
with the necessary terminals for efficient and eco- 
rnomical handling of freight by rail and river. The 
barge> line is an invaluable demonstration of what 
can be done in waterway transportation with proper 
‘equipment. 

Improved internal waterways are of greater value 
to American industry and trade than the Panama 
Canal. The work of improving them should be un- 
dertaken as the work of building the Panama Canal 
was undertaken, that is, on comprehensive plans, 
with the money to carry them out. 

Not the valley alone, but the whole country, {s 
vitally interested {n the use of valley waterways. It 
is esential to the transportation of the raw mate- 
Tials from the vast resources of the valley and of the 
‘manufactured products, which are rising rapidly in 
quantity. It is essential to the avoidance of deadly 
railroad congestion and embargoes on freight. It is 
essential to the coal supply for industries. 

Resources will be undeveloped and industry and 
trade will limp until we utilize to the full the posst- 
bilities of the waterways. 

The plans of river improvement should have the 
support of Congressmen from all parts’ of the coun- 
try, but the valley states control more than 560 per 
cent of congressional representation. The Congress- 
men from states immediately interested should be 
@ compactly organized force to obtain prompt, ade- 
quate congressional] action. . 

The argument is over. The demonstration {s com- 
plete. We want action. 


NATIONALIZING COAL 

An officer of the National Coal Association, testt- 
fying before the Senate Manufacturing Committee, 
described the Calder bill as “barely short of national- 
izing the mines.” The provision specially objected to 
was that requiring operators to furnish cost figures 
to the Government on demand. To agree to that, 
the witness feared, might lead to the Government's 
exercising still further control. 

Those fears are well founded. Senator Calder, it 
will be remembered, had not gone very far with his 
investigation of coal prices and conditions until he 
became convinced that nationalization of this indus- 
try might be necessary. The shocking extortion prac- 
ticed by the National Coal Association on the Gov- 
ernment, of which he found abundant proof, was pro- 
nounced intolerable. If relief could be had only by 
the Government's taking over the mines, Senator 
Calder was ready to advise that step. 

The public's grievance against the coal operators

is not limited to prices; it extends to operating meth- | 
ods, inherently vicious and un-American, which make 
the coal miner’s job a gamble rather than a job. For 
example, when we are told, as we were by this wit- 
ness for the operators, that the advance in coal prices 
is due largely to the increase in wages, that miners 
earn from $7.50 to $8 a day, we are not given all the 
facts. If the witness had stated the coal miner’s 
average daily wage for a year, we should be able ap- 
proximately to fix the payroll’s proportion in pro- 
duction costs. The coal miner, idle more than half 
the time, is far from an $8-per-day workman. Yet 
on this less-than-half-time schedule sufficient coal is 
produced, ordinarily, to meet requirements. 

The public is pretty well convinced that the coal 
mines-are manipulated, not operated. It puts little 
confidence in the operators’ statements. It believes 
facts are withheld. It wants to get all the facts. 
That is what the Calder bill proposes—to compel the 
operators to give the Government all the facts. That 
was the object of the plan outlined in a local address 
by Dr. Garfield. If the facts justify present coal 
prices, the public wants to know it. If they don’t, 
it may well be that the coal operators have profiteered 


themselves out of business. 


MISSOURI AND HER CHILDREN. 

For more than six years, since the appointment of 
the original Children’s Code Commission by Gov. 
‘Major in 1915, the question of child welfare legisla- 
tion hag occupied an important place in the public 
mind and aspiration of Missouri, It has also com- 
manded the admiring interest of welfare workers in 
other states. The judgment of such authorities has 
‘been that the enactment of the proposed body of legis- 
lation would give Missouri pre-eminence in the guar- 
dianship of her children. 

Such a position is a distinction of which every Mis- 
sourian would be proud. We have not reached that 
goal. Substantial progress, however, has been made, 
Creditable- work has been done in this field by the 
‘Forty-ninth and Fiftieth seasions of the Legislature, 
There still remain, though, a number of bills upon 
which the Legislature now in session ought to act. 

Some of those bills can be passed, because there 
is no division of sentiment about them. Others will 
have to be qualified. Some of the measures recom- 
mended by the Code Commission cannot be passed 
now. Such, broadly, is the situation. The Legisla- 
ture’s procedure is plain. It should take up this un- 
finished business and finish it, so that every child 
born in Missouri shall have as fair a chance in life as 
@ generous, solicitous and competent citizenship can 
provide, 

Admittedly that condition is a high ideal. But any 
lesser aim were unworthy. Present circumstances 
are auspicious. We have a new order of things in 
Missouri. The present administration has no oner- 
ous traditions, no unhappy heritage. Instead, it has 
the opportunity and obligation to create traditions of 
sure, far-seeing service, to bequeath a legacy of good 
things done. 

What nobler renown could this administration hope 
to achieve than that of making Missouri the State 
that provides most handsomely for her children!

Miss Gaston asked the future President to refrain 
from cigarettes as an example to the youth of the 
land, who might otherwise get the idea that by smok- 
ing cigarettes they might hope to be President some 
day. Mr. Harding’s reply was not exactly what you 
would call responsive. “I think it is fine to save the 
youth of America from the tobacco habit,” he wrote. 
“I think, however, the movement ought to be car- 
rfed on in perfect good faith and should be free from 
any kind of hypocrisy or deceit on the part of those 
who are giving it their earnest attention.” 

There you are. It is perfectly clear that Mr. 
Harding approves of saving the youth of the land from 
the tobacco habit and that he disapproves of hy- 
pocrisy on the part of the crusaders, but what about 
‘the President-elect and his cigarettes? There are a

668 T LOOKS to me as if the people who have 

been trying to bring about American in- 
tervention in Mexico would better give it up 
as a bad job,” Mr. Antwine said. 

“A great deal of money hasbeen spent in 
this bad cause, and the people who have pro- 
vided it naturally do not like to admit them- 
pelves defeated. Nevertheless, they, must come 
to it. Not all the propaganda even could con- 
vince the people of the United States that Mex- 
ico ought not to be left alone to work out 
her own problems, and we all fee! much bet- 
ter about it now than we would feel had we 
gone in there and interfered. 

“We owe Mr. Wilson our thanks for our 
present comfortable feeling as to Mexico. He 
resisted every effort to precipitate us into war 
with that country, and thanks to him our record 
there is about what we would like itto be. Mr. 
Harding said in the course of his keynote 
speech before the Republican National Conven- 
tion at Chicago in 1916 that Mr. Wilson ought 
to be replaced by someone with the courage to 
deal with Mexico, but I imagine that when Mr. 
Harding goes into the White House he will not 
care to undo anything that pertains to our Mex- 
ican policy under his predecessor. Mr. Wilson 
stood. upon the high ground that Mexico was 
not a satrapy of ours, despite our investments 
down there; and there is more confidence in our 
motives throughout Latin-America as a conse- 
quence of that stand than has resulted from 
almost anything else we ever did. 

“Mexico is rewarding us now with a friend- 
ship which could not have been extended had 
we sent our army and navy after our dollars. 
She has set herself to rights. If it took her a 
long time to do it and our interests suffered 
while she was doing it, she was atill the coun- 
try to perform the task. If Mr. Harding will 
build upon the solid friendship with Mexico 


which we enjoy as a consequence of Mr. Wilson’s- 


wisdom and fairness, our relations with that 
country can become mutually pleasant and 
profitable. If big business, which has for so 
long clamored for a strong man in the White 
House to serve its ends in Mexico, is going to 
dictate our relations with that sorely-afflicted 
republic, then the Wilson policy will have been 
in vain. Somebody said recently that the men 
of whom we have had the least expectations 
hace usually made the best Presidents. Our ex- 
pectations of Mr. Harding in the matter of 
Mexico are not very high. Let us hope that 
this is to be a respect in which he is agres- 
ably to surprise us.”

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An old contributor to Just a Minute writes: 

“I am now located in a small country town 
some four miles east of a delightfully quaint 
old town where one may read and dream and 
work. My hours are from 6:30 a. m. to 3:30

posed projects for early comple-

Order of Procedure Urged. 

“2. That the projects included in 
the general plan for impgovement 
be taken up in the order of their 
importance, first, attention to be 
given to the main rivers, which 
may be regarded as trunk line 
channels of a general national sys- 
tem of water highways, and that 
the work on these main Ifhes must 
be pushed as rapidly as possible so 
as to secure their completion and 
use. 

“3. That as soon as the trunk 
line channels are completed the 
accumulated plant and equipment 
(which will have been previously 
in use in the improvement of the 
larger channels) be then put into 
service in carrying on the work 
upon the improvement of the 
branch line feeders of the main 
lines, which will include all rivers 
and canals that traverse the pro- 
ductive areas of the country and 
in which areas increased facilities 
for transportation and disfribution 
are required to promptly and eco- 
nomically handle the products 
which the inhabitants of these 
areas produce or consume. 

“4. That in the prosecution of 
the proposed plan of creating and 
establishing a national waterways 
system of transportation the plan 
adopted should provide for the
